“Reterocession of foreign conces- 
sions and abolition of extraterritorial 
rights must be effected before the 
danger attending the settlement of the 
question of Indo-China 
Netherlands East Indies has develop,- 
ed, and also before Germany, Italy and 
other Powers have reached an under- 
standing on the Far East,” states the 
concluding paragraph of an editorial 
published by the “Central Chira_Daily 
News,” organ of the new Nanking gov- 
ernment. 

According to the ‘paper this is the 
most opportune time to take over 
foreign settlements and to abolish ex- 
traterritorial rights enjoyed by the 
various Powers in China, and it is 
urged that the Powers concerned 
should understand “our determina- 
tion.” Two reasons are given: As 
Germans have turned out victorious in 


‘France they should not enjoy fewer 


privileges in China than the countries 
they have defeated, otherwise they 
will feel dissatisfied. Since Germany 
has’ been China’s friend for 20 years, 
China must conclude a reciprocal and 
equal treaty with: her, it is explained, 
otherwise China will lose a friend. 


| TO BE “TAUGHT” BY “ACTION” 


Several Powers enjoying 
privileges in China are said.to have 
been defeated. They should “repent” 
by voluntarily abolishing such special 
privileges and rights, otherwise they 
will be “taught” to do so by “action.” 
The other reason is that if there is a 
war between Japan and the United 
States, the fusé for an explosion will 
be found in Indo-China and the 
Netherlands East Indies But foreign 
settlements and extraterritorial rights 
do not occupy an ‘important position 
in the’Far “East and therefore their 
abolition will not cause a_ serious in- 
cident to-develop in the Pacific.

The, present: shaping of the . Far 


_| Eastern situation carries the specific 


implication that the European'and the 
Asiatic wars may meet somewhere in 
North Indo-China. The Chinese res- 
ponse ., to. Japanese: gestures in the 


direction of Indo-China indicates that - 


the China war may soon have a front 
in Indo-China.

Apparently the Tokyo assumption 
has. been that China will be in no posi-~ 
tion. to enter the fight in Indo-China, 
but the tenor: of Chinese protests 
against Japanese threats argues in the 
other direction.

Aircraftman Anthony Eugene Cam- 
miade, the only Tahitian in H.M. 
Forces, was told by the King at 
Buckingham Palace: “I am proud to 
have such aman in the British 
forees.” : 


“Only a few words and a_ hand 
shake,” Cammiade said, but they made 
him the proudest and most nervous 
man in the world. . . . Nervous? ... 
This from a man who for the last 16 
years has been seeking adventure in 
.every corner of -the globe. 


While .at his training quarters 
“somewhere in England,’ Cammiade 
received a letter of congratulation 


from the King and a request that he - 


should visit the Palace. 


“Although the King was so charm- 
ing, I was overcome and could hardly 
speak,” he said. “Many times before 
I had seen his picture and thought 
that one day I might see. him go by in 
a procession, but never did I think 
that I should shake hands with him.’

Germany ‘maintains strict neutrality 
in the Far East and has no ambitions 
in Shanghai. If any country tries 
to change the status of the foreign 
settlements in Shanghai by making 
use of the German victory in France 
or by making use of German residents 
here the German’ government will 
strongly protest. 

These are the opinions expressed 
by’ official and civilian German sour— 
ces in Shanghai as published by two 
leading Chinese newspapers. Under 
the headline “Germany Maintains 
Strict Neutrality in the Far East; Has 
No Ambition in Shanghai” the “Shun 
Pao” quotes a high afficial of the Ger- 
man Consulate here as. saying that 
Germany has not changed her policy 
of neutrality in China and Shanghai. 

There are no “fifth columnist nor 
secret police” in Shanghai organized 
by the Germans. Although it is hard 
to predict what will happen in future, 
at present local Germans have’no am~ 
bitions here and their action will be 
directed by Berlin only, .it is said. The 
official interviewed was said to have 

‘regretted the unfriendly attitude pre- 
vailing in certain public .organiza- 
tions. He: discouraged meaningless 
troubles among foreign residents here.

Tokyo, To-day. 
The hasty evacuation of women 
and children from Hong Kong 
provides evidence that Britain does 
not seem ready to reply to Japans’ 
representations fully ‘in ‘a’ satis- . 
factory manner, states the Army 
paper, -“Kokumin Shimbun.” . 
According to a cable received yes- 
‘terday, the newspaper’ continues, 
there: is the - assistance of - the 
United. States behind Britain’s 
strong attitude and a large-scale 
Anglo-American secret naval 
agreement: covering the Pacific 
Ocean is about - to be concluded, 
and, ‘it is reported, with the ap- 
proval of. Senator Key Pittman. 
The “Kokumin Shimbun” — un- 
_ derstands that the gist of the 
naval pact, is, firstly, if a new 
international issue arises in the 
Pacific, Britain and America will 
mutually’ recognise that they have 
common’ interests. * Secondly, in 
this connexion, Britain and Ameri- 
ca are to mobilise’ their fleets 
for common purposes of. defence. 
Thirdly, with regard to the seri- 
ousness of the political and mili- 
tary significance of Hong Kong, 
and in view of the prevailing 
situation, the port of Hong Kong 
is to be placed under the actual 
control of the United States.

A total of 1,740 evacuees from 
Hong Kong arrived here at dawn 
to-day, forming the first batch of -
